LAUNDRY LAYOUTS 

Now that the’ holiday season is 
over, and there may be a little 
time available, why not think of 
home improvements that can be 
done. Some homes lack a planned 
laundry center — perhaps this is 
where you might like to start. 

Research done by the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
has found that laundry can be 
done in approximately 66 minutes 
per week per member of the 
family — if there is a convenient 
laundry layout! 

Where Does The Laundry Belong? 

1. A "Utility Room” near kit¬ 
chen, rear entrance or basement 
stairs. 

2. A “Spare Room.” 

3. The Bathroom. 

4. The Kitchen. 

5. In the Basement — convenient 

to basement stairs, rear entrance 
and kitchen. 

The selection of any of those 
locations depends on the acces¬ 
sibility of plumbing facilities. The 
laundry area should also be con¬ 
venient to where the bulk of soiled 
laundry accumulates. 

Laundry tasks can be greatly 
simplified by having all work oper¬ 
ations move in one direction. This 
direction should move towards the 
place where the clothes are to be 
dried. Time is saved because of 
less backtracking and confusion. 
Progression should go from right 
to left for right-handed people. So 
the arrangement of equipment 
would be in the following order. 

1. Soiled laundry; 2. Sorting 


counter; 3. Laundry sink; 4. 
Laundry equipment; 5. Drying 
area; 6. Ironing Centre. 

Suggested Layouts 

One for the person with an auto¬ 
matic washer and dryer, and one 
for non-automatic equipment. For 
the right-handed people with auto¬ 
matic appliances; this means the 
dryer should be at the left side of 
the washer. The dryer should be 
near an outside wall for ventila¬ 
tion. If a gas washer is used, venti¬ 
lation must also be allowed for. 

A non-automatic washer requires 
a larger laundry area than for an 
automatic machine because two 
tubs are necessary. The laundry 
area for a non-automatic washer 
should be at least seven feet from 
front to back (depth). The width 
should be at least nine feet. This 
area includes both the work space 
and the space occupied by the 
equipment. Laundry tubs for non¬ 
automatic washers are most con¬ 
venient to use when they are in an 
"island" position — that is, away 
from the walls. Such placement 
provides ample elbow room for a 
person who is working at the side 
of the tub. Usually for this type 
of equipment the basement is the 
most satisfactory location.

Dear Sir: 

This is the first time I have 
ever written a “Letter to the 
Editor.” 

I have opinions but guess I al¬ 
ways felt that no one else would 
be interested in what I believe. 
However this is important. Not 
just to me but to a whole hospital 
district. In fact if allowed to con¬ 
tinue unchecked, we in Carman¬ 
gay may find the hospital doors 
swinging shut with a bang. Many 
people have worked and struggled 
to get the fine hospital we have 
today. Litlte Bow Hospital has 
been rated tops for it's size and 
the credit goes to many for this. 
We have been lucky to have good 
doctors and good nurses and I 
thought we appreciated all this. 
But now something has been done 
by the present board that is 
unbelievable. 

After 25 years of service one of 
the most capable and willing 
nurses has been accused of being 
a trouble maker and been fired, 
with no chance to come before the 
board and discuss what may have 
happened. Someone accused her 
and without paying any attention 
to her good record she was fired. 
Her exceptionally good nursing 
abilities and her dedication to her 
patients, her good moral standards 
and the respect which her patients 
and colleagues have for her counts 
for nothing. She has had no hear¬ 
ing, no chance to defend herself. 
The community is cut off from 
her nursing care and will be de¬ 
prived of her.* fjjcellent care. 
Nurses are scarce enough in these 
small hospitals without treating 
them this way. If they are not 
careful they will have discouraged 
any nurse from coming to Car¬ 
mangay. It does leave a bad taste 
in the mouths of so many patients 
and their families who have so 
much to be thankful for In con¬ 
nection with services so capably 
rendered by the nurse In question. 

It seems to me that perhaps the 
present hospital administrator is 
too young and inexperienced for 
his job and perhaps the present 
board is too weak or uninterested 
in serving the community. If so, 
why do they not resign and let 
someone who cares whether the 
hospital stays open or not take 
over. 

The present board should re¬ 
member that the people have put 
them in a position of trust, hop¬ 
ing that they will work in the 
best interests of the people. It 
seems obvious that there is at 
least one trouble-maker involved 
in this situation and that person 
should be removed or put back 
on an even keel. Public opinion is 
strongly in favor of a complete 
investigation as to why we are 
deprived of this good nurse’s
